Augustine’s School
will colebrate the anniversary of by
appropriate exercises, n  the school-room
ataclied te the Church, at 74§ o'clock this
evenitg, The exhibitious heretorore given have
been quite successiul, and the principal, Miss M,
Dunn, has been untiring in her efforts to make
this superior to all previous entertainments
given by her pupils, The proceeds will be used
1o detray the expenges incurred tor the musical
tuition of the childrep,

Lovers of base-ball will have a chance of
taking bases under the suspioes of the famous
Athletics this evening, Not bases in the flald
but places in the brilhant sets that will fll toe
Acudemy of Music on the occasion of the grand
ball to-night. Al the erack clubs of New York
and other cities will be represented, and a splen-
thd time is expected.

The Grey Reserves assembled at their armory

Birthday by the Loyal League.

Grand and Imposing Ceremonies at
the Academy of Musioc.

CATHERINC OF HEROES.

This day, at nonn, the Loya! League cele
brated the 22d of February with appropriste
ceremonies.  Early in the day the crowds began
aeeembling, and long belore the performance
commenced the lower tiers were filled with
Indies. The military commenced filing Iuto the
house nbout kall-past eleven o'clock, and occu-
pied the entire parquetie, A portion of the
2d (Hancock'’s)! Corps, 7th regiment, Colonel
Gulcher, Msjor Froher in command, three
companies of the National Guards, every mem-
ber, from Oolonel Lyle down, bearing the mus-
ket, because a8 yet they have not been erganized,
@ part of the City Troop, and other military or-
ganizations,

At 12 o'cloek the distinguished participants
entered the stage door and teok their places
around & temporary stund erecled upon the
stage. After an overture by Deck's Band, Gene-
ral George Cadwalader introduced Bishop Stwp-
son, who addressed the Throne of Gruce in an
elogquent prayer. CGeneral Usdwalader then pre
sented Major-General J. L. Chamberlain, of
Maine, late commanding 1st Division, &th
Corps, of the Army of the Potomao,

who delivered an eloguent address, referring to
the war just closed, aud the objects of the or-
garization which had met to celebrate the anni-
versary of the birthday of the Father of his
Country, General Chamberlain is a graceful
gpenker, and his oration was marked by deep
and earnest thought, and preduced a profound
scnsation.

After the delivery of the oration, Charles G,
Halpine, editor of the New York 1, and
better known as “Miles O'Reilly,” remd the fol.
lowing beautiiul poem, alter which the lm-
